THE WORLD'S FARMING? 


A UNIVERSAL GRIEVANCE? 


- 


It may be small solace to Irish farmers 
struggling against adversity to be told that 
their fellows in other countries are in a like 
plight, but it is perhaps better than to sup- 
pose that fate, nature, or an unwise State 
policy has singled them out tor ill-treatment, 
irom which, had they been born elsewhere, 
they would be exempt! At the worst, it is 
well to know the tacts. Whether, indeed, 
the grievances which lrish farmers and thew 
political friends of all parties attempt to ex- 
ploit for the improvement of an impoverished 
industry exist to an equal degree in every 
country or not it would be difficult to prove. 
We may have to wait. until the agricultural 
census, planned to be taken on behalf of the 
Iriternational Institute of Agriculture a few 
vears hence, is recorded and collated before 
we definitely know. We Know already, how 
ever, that complaints, 1f not universal, are 
ceriainly very general, as was pointed out by 
Mr. tlogan when defending his policy in the 


Dail. last week. New Zealand (the 
‘*Oceama’’ of a generation ago) is looked 
upon by some writers as a _ flourishing 


Arcadia, but the writer received.a letter from 
a darmer there some time ago appealing for 
advice which might give that country the 
benelits secured by organisation in our own! 
The farming of Gireat Britain’ is (or lately 
v.as) lookéd at enviously from this side of the 
Irish Sea, but Mr. Dampier Whetham’s 
notable and careful study, ‘‘ Politics and the 
Land “—one evidence out of many—is de- 
voted to ascertaining why it is so depressed! 
The plight of Scotland was the subject of an 
interesting article last Saturday in a weekly. 
Denmark is rightly looked at as a model, from 
which we may learn much even if we cannot 
exactly duplicate its methods, but, even there, 
adversity has been keenly felt. The average 
net returns there for 1925-6 were calculated 


at 0.9 per cent., against 9.1 for the pre- 
vious year, and the general situation has 


shown a decline in recent vears, due, some 
observers think. to over-production, or, 
others firmly maintain, to the re-validation of 
gold coinage.

The really 
pertinent enquiry, if farming everywhere is 
to face the future with confidence, is this: 
Can any general cause he found for the de- 
pression’ which, whether merely psychological 
or also definitely economic, has come upon 
farmers almost everywhere?. Only if a 
diagnosis can be successfully attempted is the 
discovery of a remedy probable, or, perhaps, 
possible. One such diagnosis has been 
tentatively discussed within the last few 
months, and Mr. Hogan referred to it in the 
Dail debate just mentioned, but he admitted 
with characteristic candour that he did not 
sufficiently understand that branch of the 
subject to discuss it, adding that probably 
only about half a dozen people in the world 
do.

On the first point som2 calcuiations have 
been made in Mecklinbuarg which are worth 
checking or extending nearer home. Mistrust- 
ing compartsons between indexes’ which were 
either different in kind from each other or 
were not properly “ weighted,’’ Professor 
Dietze converted the returns from a group 
of farms for 1924-5 inte corresponding prices 
for 1913, and found the results of the earlier 
vear less satisfactory for the farmers. -Con- 
versely, ‘‘ by substituting 1924-5 prices in 
the i913 accounts, he obtained higher net 
returns than were actually realised in 1913.,’’ 
We do not think this can be taken as proof 
that 1913 was not the better year; but if 
such results are found they do constitute an 
important factor in investigating the 
farmer’s relative position. We wish some 
readers would try out the results in their 
own case. The larger issue, however, 
remains—is there reason, in so far as coined 
money is an element in the farming situation, 
to suppose that we have reached the bottom 
of the curve? Mr. Dampier Whetham, whose 
views seem almost. identical with those of 
the ‘‘ Economic Observer,’’ if cautious are 
not without hope. He anticipates “a slow 
but permanent rise in agricultural values, and 
therefore in the general permanent level of 
agricultural prices compared with others, in 
the not, very distant future,” and elsewhere 


he argves that ‘‘ we need not fear a recur- 
rence of the sudden and great monetary 
alterations of the last few years,” but his 


outlook involves for fulfilment bringing down 
genera] costs proportionately to agricultural 
prices, which pre-supposes ‘‘ an increase in 
output or a iowering in nominal wages in 
sheltered industries, and that needs an under- 
stending with the trade unions.’’ 


The Gold Shortage and the Farmer's 
Outlook. 


If these abstract deductions and previsions 
are to he admitted—we do not, however, 
here claim more for them than that they be 
accepted as worth serious enquiry—a question 
arises: What are they worth to the small 
producer? Have the cycles of boom and 


slump arising from the manipulation of 
money--lying outside his. power to 
adjust, if not of his’ knowledge to 


speculate upon—any practical relevance to 
the life of the small producer? Of course, if 
it is true that the action of the banks and the 
big financing firms ultimately determine the 
conditions of his market, they must have. If 
it be true that the serious and long continued 
slump of 1873-1896, the retrieval of °96-1914 
and the post-war dislocation since can be 
read into the history of gold, the farmer will 
have to be taught these things. He will learn 
from them to increase his native caution, if 
that is possible, and he will become even 
more war-shy than he is. To balance this 
conservatism, if he decides that the reason 
why his industry suffers more than others,

KERRY CATTLE AS MILKERS.

There are few estates in Ireland on which 
more land is under tillage than that of Earl 
Fitzwilliam at Coollattin Park, Shillelagn, 
Co. Wicklow. The home farm and two others 
between them total some 2.000 acres. of 
which no fewer tharr 1,500 acres are under til- 
lage. The land is cropped on a four-course 
rotation, with oats as the principal, cerea) and 
an abundance of roots, all of the food pro- 
duced being consumed on the property, where 
commercial stock-raising is carried on exten- 
sively. At the time of my visit, writes our 
Agricultural Correspondent, there were a 
hundred cattle fattening in stalls and a large 
number of others loose. There were also about 
150 stores lying out, and some 30 dairy cows. 
These are kept for the purpose of supplying 
milk to residents on the estate and alse for 
providing a reliable ‘milk to: the people of 
Shillelagh, where a depot for the purpuse is 
established 

The dairy herd was formerly made up of 
cows of Shorthorn type, but-these are gradu- 
ally being replaced by Kerries, which, by the 
way, are remarkable for their hardiness and 
freedom from tuberculosis. In this respect 
they stand in a class by themselves, while 
for cattle of their size they give an excellent 
milk yield. Most of the cattle fattened here 
are home-bred, and from time to time sup- 
plies of store cattle are sent to Earl Fitz- 
william’s English property. 


Coollattin Park Sheep. 


Sheep have always been a feature of Cool- 
Jattin Park live stock. There are now here 600 
half-bred ewes of great merit; a select flock 
of 60 Border Leicesters and some 70 Cheviot 
ewes. Imported Cheviot and Border Leicester 
rams are used, and some of the lambs with 
other sheep are sold at the annual draft sale 
in September. 

Some 19 horses are employed in-connection 
with the farm, chiefly 1n carting, the motive 


power for ploughing and other field work 
being a couple of Fordson tractors. These 
tractors work extremely well in the large 
fields at Coollattm. These range from ten 
to thirtw acres in extent, and thus afford 
plenty of scope for tractors. On the farms 


alone there are from fifty to sixty people 
employed, while the total number of employés 
on the estate, including foresters, game- 
keepers, and other workers, is 170, 


Where Electricity is Used. 

Electricity is used throughout the estate 
for providing power and light. All the farm 
buildings, besides Coollattin House; Mr. D. 


H. Dovne, the estate agent's residence, and 
by elec- 


other dwellinghouses, are lighted 
tricity generated by water power. Every 


class of machinery on the farm is worked 
by electric motors. In this respect the estate 
affords an example of the manifold usés of 
electricity on the farm.. This convenient 
source of power is also used in other depart- 
ments of the estate, while the tidy little 
village of Shillelagh is publicly hghted free. 

On this. beautifully situated property there 
are over 8,000 acres of timber, with sawmalls 
complete, a large extent of snipe bog, and 
other poor land has been reclaimed, and 
everything possible has been done to develop 


it. 

The Kilcavan slate quarries at Carnew are 
also on the property, and provide another 
outlet for Earl Fitzwilliam’s enterprise. The 
quarry pit is about 145 feet below the surface, 
and the slate from the Silurian foundation is 
regarded AS equal to slate from the Festiniog 
district of North Wales. 


MORE PRODUCTION 
WANTED. 


POINTS BY THE MINISTER 
FOR AGRICULTURE. 


Speaking before the Dublin Chamber of 
Commerce, Mr. P. Hogan, T.D., Minister 
for Agriculture, made the following points : 

Wheat has its place in our agricultural 
economy... . It would pay the farmers 
in many districts to grow more of it; but, on 
the other hand, the conception that “heat. 
growing is the panacea for all our agricul- 
tural ils is efitirely unsound. 

The price of wheat as a crop to be grown 
in considerable quantities by the average 
farmer could be brought up to a profitable 
level by liberal bounties. But who pays for 


these bounties? The people of the country. 
And whit is the advantage? There is no 
addition to the national wealth. Money 1s 


taken out of one pocket and put into’ the 
other. and this transaction costs about seven 
or eight per cent. to administer. 

We import £7,000,000 worth of wheat and 
flour into this agricultural .country. Let us 
meet that, not by attempting to compete with 
the special resources of Canada in wheat pro- 
duction, but by preducing an extra £7,000,000 
worth of cattle, beef and eggs. and if. our 
taxpayers have any money to spare—which ] 
doubt—here is a way to invest it. 

Low rents and low rates are very 
important, but better farming is more 
important. | 

I do not think that there is any other 
country in the world in the position of having 
no alternative market for any proportion of 
97 per cent. of its total exports. There is no 
immediate complete remedy for this state of 
affairs. It can only be changed’ very 
gradually over a long period. 

Can we find other markets for our produce? 
There is, even taking Jong views, very little 
hope of other foreign markets. We 
must endeavour to produce industrially as 
well as agriculturally, and in the absence of 
an alternative market we must develop the 
home market. It seems evident that non- 
agricultural industry cannot be developed 
sufficiently to meet the needs of the 
situation without some State assistance.

FLUKE. 


DANGER OF 


- 


A warning against the danger of a serious 
outbreak of “'fluke ” 
in view of the long spell of wet weather 
which the country is experiencing, has been 
issued by the Department of Agriculture. 
The present weather conditions are favour- 
able to the spread of the infection. Farmers 
and stock-owners generally would, therefore, 
‘be well advised to see that all live stock are 
kept off low-lying pastures likely to carry 
liver ‘* fluke *’ infection. The other precau- 
tions recommended are set forth in Leaflet 
No. 7, which may be obtained post free on 
application to the Secretary, Department of

ABORTION IN CATTLE. ‘ 


HOW TO COMBAT ‘IT. 
bh ma 


Contagious abortion in cattle, writes the 
County Instructor in Agriculture for Clare, in 
his annual report, is stil! a source of eonsider- 
able loss to farmers in. severa! parts of the 
county. Abortion may take place at any 
period from time of service up to a few weeks 
of the time of calving. If the disease is con 
tracted at time of service, or shortly after, 
Sometimes it may happen that.a cow will 
abort owing to an injury, but all cases of 
premature birth. or where the cow comes re- 
peatedly to the bull, should be suspected, and 
treated as contagious abortion 

The disease is caused by a small germ, and 
may be conveyed from ove animal to another 
in various ways. The discharges from animals 


enormous number of germs. These germs may 
infect the healthy amimals in the same herd 
by being’ inhaled, or taken in with the food. 


disease. 
When a cow aborts. the dead. calf and all 


discharges should be burned immediately. The 
cow should be removed and put into a house 
for herself. ‘The cowhouse must then be 
thoroughly cleaned and disinfected, and á 
strong solution of copper sulphate is very use- 
fnl for this purpose. If the cow aborted on 
the. pasture, it possible that portion sDould get 
a dressing of quicklime. The genital organs 
of the cow should be washed out repeatedly 
with .a solution containing two teaspoonfuls of 
Jeyes’ fluid to a quart of warm water. This 
treatment might be continued until all the 
discharges from the vagina have ceased, and 
the cow should be kept isolated for at least 
this period. An enema svringe, suitable for 
washing out the genital organs, ‘can be ob- 
tained from any chemist. 


Prevention. 


The disease is introduced into a clean herd 
usually by the purchase of an infected cow or 
heifer. Many farmers, instead of adopting the 
methods recommended for combating the 
disease, sell off the diseased cows and pur- 
chase_in-calf cows or heifers instead. This is 
a custom that is most strongly to be con- 
demned. The diseased cows sold off without 
being treated are a serious source of danger 
to healthy stock, which they come in contact 
with at fairs, and to the new herds. into 
which they may be introduced. It is equally 
unsatisfactory to the farmer concerned, as 
healthy in-calf cows brought into a farm 
where the disease already exists are almost 
certain to develop the disease. On the other 
hand. if the cows that have already aborted 
are properly treated they are likely to breed 
again, and remain imunune from the disease 
for some time. 

It can now be shown definitely whether a 
cow has the germs of contagious abortion by 
a blood test. The Veterinary branch of the 
Department. will test free of charge any 
sample “of blood sent to them, provided the 
sample has been drawn by a veterinary sur- 
geon. It is now possible also to establish im- 
munity in a herd by vyaccination. Experi- 
ments in this respect. in’ réceht. véars. ‘have 
proved fairly suceessful.. The vaccine’ is not 
i given te pregnant -cows, but - it -is- mijected 
under the skin to non-pregnant cows and 
heifers about two months before service by a 
bull. This vaccine is supplied free tc 
veterinary surgeons who-comply with the De. 
partments conditions as to furnishing re. 
sults, etc. It is probable that in the course 
of time this latter method of preventing the 
disease will become entirely successful. 
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EXTERMINATING. RATS. 
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Owing to the amount of damage to food 
caused by rats, apart altogether from the 
fact that they are known carriers of disease, 
one week in the year has, of recent years, 
been devoted to concerted action against them 
by the British Ministry of Agriculture.

With regard to the suggestion that milking 
machines are too ‘costly, considering the 
materials used, made -by “A Tipperary

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WHY CALVES DIE YOUNG. 
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"In reply to the Secretary of the Mayo 
County Council, who stated that young calves 
coming into Mavo had “died like’ midges, ’ 
the Department of Agriculture write — 
“As a result of careful inquiries which 
they have caused to be made locally in the 
matter. the Department are of opinion that 
in the great majority of cases the loss of 
calves is attributable to other causes than 
outbreaks of * white scour,’ and that no clear 
case of this disease has been met wrth in the 
course of the -recent -investigations.-. From 
the information. elicited during the course of 
these inquiries it would appear that the main 
causes of these serious losses of calves are as 
follows :— 
(1) The calves are marketed too young. 
In past years calves were usually sold from 
one to two months old, bat with the advent 
of the motor lorry a large transport trade 
in younger calves has developed, and they 
have been on offer this season at any age 
from one day old. 
(2) Excessive travelling. ‘The calves are 
usually sent by rail from the southern 
counties to centres hke Claremorris, Tuam, 
and Galway, the journey sometimes not 
being completed within the day.. They are 
distributed from these centres to fairs in 
South Mayo by motor. lorry, in which con- 
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yeyances they are carri¢d long distances in 
crowded conditions and usually -without 
food. 

(3) Exhaustion and exposure. At 
fairs the calves, already worn out by long 
journeys-in rail and motor lurry, are-kept 
standing and exposed in fairs all day, and, 
if not sold. are sent on in lorries to other 
centres, probably to suffer the same treat- 
ment. In the circumstances, it Is surpris- 
ing that the calves should in cases 
survive the fairs at all: and farmer 
purchasing animals so near the verge of 
collapse naturally incurs risk of loss 

‘4) Lack of proper feeding. It appears 
that the local dealers in Co. Limerick feed 
the calves before desnatch by train, but no 
suitable provision appears to exist for feed- 
ing them after the railway journey, during 
their transit in lorries, or at the fairs and 
markets. 

‘** None of the persons consulted in the mat- 
ler if inclined to believe that the very high

death rate amongst the calves is due to 
‘ white scour.’ It is, of course, most difficult 
properly to diagnose this disease in very 


young calves, but it is pointed out by the 
Agricultural Instructor for East Tamerick 
that his district has not for 15 to 20 vears 
been so free from ‘ white scour’ as it is this 
season. It has also been mentioned that 
southern calves, when properly treated, have 
done well end that home-bred calves in Co. 
Mayo have not been affected to any great 
extent by calves brought in from the South.” 
The letter concludes :—‘“‘ In all the circum- 
stances, the Department do not see any neces- 
sity at present for taking action in regard to 
scheduling the areas from which the calves 
referred to are brought into County Mayo.”

SIR FRANK BENSON: ACTOR AND 


SPORTSMAN. 


HOW SHAKESPEARE 


WAS POPULARISED. 
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(BY “MUMAN.”) 


I” was a most happy thought on the part, 


of Mr. Anew MacMaster to invite Sir 
Frank Benson to jom him in his annual 
visit to the Abbey Theatre. It is also a’ 
graceful tribute to the art of a great actor, 
who was to us of a generation ago what 
Barry Snilivan was to a previous’ 
generation. I remember, when a boy, | 
hearing much about Barry Sullivan, and 
nothing under heaven could persuade me 
that he could approach, much less surpass, | 
Benson as “‘Hamlet,’’ “ Romeo’’ or any 
of the other great Shakespearian 
eharacters. Similarly, to-day, I have no 
doubt, Mr. MacMaster’s admirers feel in 
the same way ahout Sir Frank Benson, 
whose name we have more or less dinned 
into their ears. 

I do not recall when Sir Frank (then 
Mr.) Benson made his first visit to 
Ireland with his famous company. My 
recollections ot him are wholly associated 
with his appearances at Cork, but it must 
he thirty-five years since | first made my 
way to the.Cork Opera House on “á New 
Year's Day to see a matinée periormance 
of “Julius Cesar.” I was very young at 
the time, and, incidentally, I was seeing 
a play for the first time. I had always 
heen interested in Knight's “ Imperial 
Shakespeare ’’ and its wonderful illustra- 
tions, and I was much impressed by the 
picture of the death of Ceesar. 

Noticing on the newspaper that the 
Benson Company was viving a matinée of 
that play, I begged to be allowed to go. 
We lived about ten miles outside of Cork, 
and there was snow on the ground, but I 
vot the required permission, and, armed 
with sixpence and a return tieket to Cork, 
I set out. Three things impressed me at 
that performance—Cesar was carried in 
on a litter; the absolute fidelity to the 
illustration in Knight's edition ol 
Shakespeare of the setting of the Senate 
seene; I had to leave in the middle of the 
quarrel scene between Brutus and Cassius 
in order to catch the 5 o'clock tram, 
which I had been instructed not to miss 
under any circumstances. I have seen 
many preduetions of “Julius Cesar” 
since then, but none has ever had such an 
appeal for me. I regret that [ never saw 
Benson or his company in the play alter- 
wards, but everv year from that until 
1903, I never missed many of the Bénson 
performances. 


CORK’S ENTHUSIASM. 


Every St. Stephen's Day saw the Cork 
Theatre crowded to greet Benson al 
the matinée performance. He in- 
variably opened his visit with a comedy, 
and even now Í can feel the air of 
expectancy that was present when the 
overture would begin. I think that we 
were always impatient of that overture. 
We wanted the play, which was always 
held up for at least a minute or two when 
Benson appeared and received the ovation 
that never failed to materialise. A 
similar reception was given to , those 
members of his company who were known 
to Cork audiences, as they made their first 
entrance, 

Many of those are to-day prominent 
ficures in the great world theatre. There 
was Oscar Asche and his wile, Lily Bray- 
ton; E. Lyall Swete, now a great pro- 
ducer ; Frank Rodney, whose “ Mereutio”’ 
was a delight; poor dear little George 
Weir; O. B. Clarence, who was seen in 
Dublin some fifteen months ago with 
Ernest Truex in “The First Year”; 
George Fitzgerald, whom I last saw play- 
ing ‘Reginald Bridgenorth’’ in Shaw s 
“Getting Married,’’ when the play was 
produced in New York by William Faver- 
sham. Later came Cyril Keightley and 
Henry Herbert, who have also “won: 
prominence on the American stage. As I 
am talking of the American theatre, it 
must not be forgotten that Walter Hamp- 
den, the Brooklyn youth who has bécome 
one of America’s greatest actors, served his 
apprenticeship with Sir Frank Benson. I 
distinctly remember Hampden’s first 
appearance in Cork. It was as “Antonio” 
in “‘The Merchant of Venice,’ and he 
succeeded Frank Rodney as ‘ Clareiice ”’ 
in “ Richard the Third.” Then there 
were Quartermaine, Hignett, Warburton, 
McLeod, Kaye Souper, Roper Spiers, 
Mona Oram, May Robertson, Madge Mac- 
Intosh, and a long list of others: the Old 
Bensonians, whose names were household 
words. Occasionally one comes on their 
names on London and New York pro- 
grammes, and memory is set gaing. 


A GREAT REPERTORY. 


What a repertory was that of the F. R. 
Benson Shakespearian and Old English 
Comedy’ It contained, of course, the 
usual plays of the Bard—‘ Hamlet,”’ 
“‘ Othello,’’ “ Macbeth,’’ “ The Merchant,’’ 
etc.—-but it also embraced works that are 
seldom produced to-day. Fer instance, 
there were ‘ King Richard the Secand,”’ 
“Henry the Fiith,’’ in which Benson 
sprang up on the walls of Harfleur with 
the assistance of a pole, and thereby gave 
an example of his athletic qualities. 
Another great play was “ Coriolanus,”’ 
which 1 do not think has ever been dane in 
Jreland since. 

A little while ago, T. C. Murray and | 
were talking over these old days, and we 
discovered that we had both seen the same 
performance of ‘King Richard the 
Second ’’ at a Saturday matinée in Cork. 
Murray was in those days—anid is still— 
a great admirer of Benson, and he rarely 
missed a perlormance at the Cork Opera 
louse during the four weeks’ season of 
Shakespeare. Indeed, if the truth were 
known, it was in all prebability Benson 
who was responsible for inspiring Murray 
with his great interest in the theatre, 
whieh has resulted in his giving Irish 
dramatic literature such excellent plays as 
‘* Birthright and “ Maurice Harte,” ete. 
T would go farther and say that Irish 
drama owes a great deal to Sir Frank 
Benson, in that there is hardly an Abbey 
dramatist of the oviginal school whe does 
not speak of Benson and his company in 
terms bordering upon affecticn. 


HIS LOVE FOR SPORT. 


Benson was the idol of every schoulboy 
twenty-five years ago, not only because of 
his presentation of Shakespeare, but alsa 
because of his great love for sport. it 
was Benson who introduced hockey to 
Cork, and when he came back, a year 
later, he feurnd awaiting him, upon his 
arrival, challenges from various newly- 
founded hockey elubs, as well as from 
several of the local colleges, It is a 
remarkable fact also that in these matches 
the pupils more often than not defeated 
the teacher. In those days also there was 
good skating, and we would make our way 
out to a well-known skating pond in the 
suburbs in order to watch the members 
of the Benson company on the ice. Sir 
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Frank was an excellent figure-skater, and 
Lady Benson was also accomplished in 
that direction. 

Rugby was another game in which the 
Bensonians shone, and they played many 
a good match against local clubs in Cork, 
Limerick, “Waterford amd other cities 
visited by them. It is the custom of 
schools and colleges. to invite Shake- 
spearean actors to lecture to the students. 
I have distinct recollections of Sir Frank 
visiting the college which I attended, and 
of haying heard of his going to others; 
but he never lectured to us. Indeed, 
there was no necessity, because everr 
schoolboy and senior student in the eity 
went to see him at the theatre. We met 
him and his colleagues on the sports field 
in the afternoon, and we sat in the gallery 
or in the pit at night, and our every 
moment of contact with the Bensonians 
contributed to our education. 


A FAREWELL SPEECH. 


Unlike some modern actors, ‘Benson 
seldom made a speech from the stage. |! 
can remember only one occasion on which 
he spoke to the audience on a night other 
than that of his farewell appearance. As 
a matter of fact, it was not at night—it 
was after a matinée of “ Romeo and 
Juliet.’’ On the fall of the last curtain, 
the packed house brought him and Mrs. 
Benson several times before the curtain. 
Other members were also called for and 
appeared. Then there was a cry for 
‘‘Rodney,”” who had played “ Mercutio.’’ 
Benson appeared and, at once, the roar 
joy ‘‘Rodney’’ became very insistent. 
Benson was heard to say, “I beg your 
pardon ” as he withdrew. He re-appeared 
a moment or so later and signalled for 
silence. When the house became hushed, 
fenson stepped Íorwaid and said: “ | am 
very sorry, ladies and gentlemen, but Mr. 
Rodney, like a very sensible man, has 
gone home to his tea.” The house laughed 
and clapped, and that was the end of the 
incident. 

One could fill columns about Benson in 
those days. He was-like a personal friend 
to everybody. Everybody knew him, and 
he was as one of ourselves. It was, in all 
probability, the same story in Dublin and 
in those other cities visited by him. He 
was welcomed everywhere, publicly and 
privately. Then came the time when the 
annual Christmas visit ceased, and Shake- 
speare was replaced by musical comedy. 
lt seemed sacrilege to those of us who had 
learned to associate Christmas with Shake- 
speare and Benson. Soniehow, even to- 
day, there are many in Cork who feel that 
Christmas has never been the same since 
Benson ceased to come for his usual St. 
Stephen's Day opening. 

It is twenty-five years since I saw a per- 
formance by the Benson company. The 
play was “Paolo and Francesca,” hy 
Stephen Phillips, who had also been an 
old Bensonian. Benson himself played 
“Giovanni Maltesta,’’ while “ Paolo ”’ 
was played by Leon Quartermaine. I may 
not be right as to Mr. Quartermaine’s 
name, There were two brothers Quarter- 
maine in the Renson company, and 
memory now fails to distinguish between 
them. It was a great performance of a 
great play. A year ago I urged Mr. Mac- 
Master to add this play, and also 
‘*Coriolanus’’ to hig repertory. Perhaps, 
Sir Frank will now tell him that these 
plays were popular in Ireland and will 
influence him into preducing them. 


INFLUENCE ON AMATEURS. 


To Sir Frank Benson also amateur 
societies owe much. His efforts—success- 
ful efforts—to popularise Shakespeare 
prompted the founds of many amateur 
societies, and the members of these made 
a point of seeitig as many of the 
Jenscnian performances as possible, 
secure in the knowledge that they were 
learning at every turn. The Benson pfo- 
ductions were famous not only for the 
excellence of the acting and for the 
fidelity of presentation, as far as setiing 
was concerned, but also for the meticulous 
attention paid to detail. Membership in 
the company virtually ameunted to 
attending a theatre-university, and those 
who graduated therefrom have mounted 
high in their various spheres, whether as 
actors or as producers. 

Now, after an absence of twenty. years, 
Bensen comes back to ys. He will find 
many things in Ireland changed, but one 
thing he will not find changed, aud that 
is ‘old friends. There are not, pérhaps, 
so many of us here now, but those of us 
who ave will, T feel very sure, muster 
strong to greet him to-night. He will see 
many new faces, but these, of the subse- 
quent generation to that whieh once 
revelled to his portrayals of Shakespeare's 
great chayacters, also have admiration for 
him because his name, if not himself, is 
known to them. A hearty céad mile fdilte 
awajts Sir Frank, and some of us venture 
to hope that, encouraged by the discovery 
that, despite his long absence, he is not 
forgotten, he may come again and avain 
to us at the head of his own company.

NOTEWORTHY PERFORMANCE 
AT ABBEY THEATRE. 


It seemed quite natural that the “Abbe; 
Theatre should have beeuw filled last night 
for the performance of “ Romeo and Juliet “ 
hy the Anew MacMaster Shakesperian Com- 
pany. The public have canstant memuries 
m these matters, and the presentation of 
Shakespeare's great love tragedy by this com. 
pany last season was firm in their recollec- 
tien, Last night’s work was very impressive 
and satisfying. Possibly, there was not 
quite the same balanced team-work, and 
here and there some of the smaller parts 
failed to catch the rhythm; but these deiects 
were forgetten in the excellence of the work 
of the principals. Certainly, a happier pair 
one could not select for the characters of 
Romeo and Juliet than Mr. MacMaster and 
Miss Esme Riddle. It does count fer so 
much when the actors look the parts, and 
save one from taxing the imagination tee 
much. In that respect the audience was well 
treated, Certamly, Esme Biddle made a very 
appealing Juliet. Consuwmmate. actvess thas 
she is, she avoided all attempts to overact 
the character, and rather concentrated or: 
seeuwring perfect diction and enyneiation. 
She has a wonderfully rich voice, and.it was 
sheer delight to hear her pouring forth the 
music of the lines. Her werk in the 
Balcony Scene, and later in the Bedehamber 
settings, was admirable. 

Anew MacMaster catches the wonderful 
romance of Romeo, and makes a most 
lovable lover. But it is a matter of opinion 
whether he does not make his opening ad- 
dresses a little too sad, as if already the 
shadow of impending tragedy had fallen on 
him. He was very convincing in the 
Balcony scene, but one would have preferred 
to have had this scene aeted without the 
erehestyal accompaniment. Subdued though 
the musicians were in their. work, the effect 
took from the atmosphere, and ene lost much 
of the music of this passionate love scene. Mr. 
MacMaster’s werk in the last tragic scene was 
inspiring. The part of the nurse was given with 
rare wnderstanding by Miss Phyllis Manners. 
the little teasing by-play in the Garden scene 
being exeeeding done, Mr. Mellyse- 
Beckwith made the part of the head of the

NEXT WEEK'S RECITALS AT 
BALLSBRIDGE. 


The recitals by the Harp Ensemble at the 
Reyal Dublin Society's Hall, at Ballsbridge, 
on Monday next, will not only be novel, 
but most interesting, as some little-known 
classical and modern music of great attrac- 
tiveness will be presented by the Ensemble. 
This combination—consisting of harp, flute, 
first vielin, second violin, viola and eello— 
was organised some years age by the Russian 
harpist, Mme. Marie Koschinska, of Moscow 
Conservatoire. 

The object of the Ensemble is te present 
the many interesting chamber works in which 
ithe harp is used to its best advantage as 
a polyphonic instrument. Of those werks a 
certain number have been composed specialby 
for the harp in combimation with other instru: 
ments. At the same time it has been felt 
that the harpiseherd part in many chamber 
works of the eighteenth century lends itself 
admirably to interpretation by this imstru- 
ment. e following programmes will be per- 
formed at the afterneon and evening recitals 
on Monday :— 

A\iternoon, at 3 a’ ciock—I Coneerto in B 
Flat tor harp, with tiute and strings, Op. 4. 
No. @ (Handel); Il. Ouintet for harp and 
striag quartet, “Conte Fantastique,” on 
KE. A. Poe’s tale. “The Masque of the Red 
Death’’ (André Caple); HI. Fantasy Sonata 
for harp and viola (Arnold Bax), and IV, 
Quartet. for ilute, guitar, viola and violoncello

Many people will remember the fine 
residence of Sir Horace Plunkett, which 
was, unfortunately, destroyed some years 
ago. It has, I see, been restored and now 
comprises five separate houses which, one 
ean well understand, were eagerly sought 
after. The estate itself is being built 
upon, and what were once the grounds of 
the old house are the sites of several 
commodious villas. 

Now that the population of Foxrock has 
grown, I understand that the residents 
ave anxious that something should he done 
to provide street lighting, as the roads are 
at present without lamps except for these 
erected by the estate. With the distribu- 
tion of the Electricity Supply Board’s 
electric current street lighting in the 
district will be facilitated, and steps in 
this direetion appear te be warranted in 
view of the growing popularity and im- 
portance of Foxrock as a residential] 
suburb.

and the ceaseless round of healthy sport 
and recreation does the rest. 

If you are a lover of winter sports, you 
can enjoy them at their very best in the 
High Alps. Suppose, for instance, yeu 
are a skater and you go to Davos, which 
is my own favourite haunt, you can yet 
the most splendid skating in Europe on 
the lake there, on ice as transparent and 
smooth as a pane.of glass. In fact, you 
can spend all day on the ice from early 
morning to bed-time, and enjoy every 
moment of it. The lake is crowded every 
day by hundreds of people, many of them 
among the most skilful and. graceful 
skaters in the world. 


CRICKET ON THE ICE. 


Unfortunately, the lake is only avail- 
able during the early part of the season 
until the heavy snows come ; but there is 
always the Eisbahn, a magnificent 
artificial rink, ever kept in perfeet con- 
dition, on which you can skate or curl, 
play hockey, or even cricket, to your 
heart’s content to the strains of a capital 
band and in excellent company. Here 
international skating and “ bandy “ (that 
is. ice hockey) matehes are held every 
year, in which the best men from Ger- 
many, Holland and other countries com- 
pete. You can get infinite amusement hy 
watching or, better still, taking part in a 
game of cricket on the ice, but te play you 
ought te be very clever on your skates. So 
attractive are the lake and the Eisoahn 
that it is quite a common thing for parties 
to spend the whole day there, pic-nicking 
on the ice, and only returning to their 
hotels towards midnight. 

If you want to taste the exhilarations of 
tobegganing, the intexicating rush cown 
miles of a steep, sinuous snow course, vou 
can have your fill of it. After vou have 
drunk your early morning cup of coffee 
you catch the club's special train, which 
takes you to Wolfgang, from which the 
toboggan course runs down to Klosters 
village, winding through magnificent 
snow-clad pine woods. Here you will find 
vourself one of a hundred or more, racing 
on their silent, iron-shod steeds down the 
snowy pathway—some lying flat, others 
seated, some standing, a shouting, laugh- 
ing, boisterous crowd, chasing ene another 
down the long, white slope, and not a 
few coming to uvief at the corner. 


TAILING AND APPLE.SPEARING. 


The lower part of the course is used for 
racing, and you can see some exciting 
tobogganing there when the races are on. 
The men start at intervals of three 
miviutes, and the winner is the man who 
does the two miles’ run, ending in 
Klosters village. in the quickest time, 
There is also a splendid course, two miles 
long, eloser to Davos, starting fram the 
Schatz Alp, which you reach by a 
Ínnicular car, and ending in Davos Platz 
itself. This is a favourite evening run to 
wind wp the day before dinner. 

Excellent fun with teboggans is what is 
known as ‘tailing.’ A number of 
tobeggans—-the mare the merrier—are tied 
together in a long proression and hitched 
on to a sleigh or a pair of horses, which 
whisk them along at great speed. The 
fun comes in when a corner is te be turned 
and the “tail”’ sheds a few of its links 
to an accompaniment of shrieks af 
laughter. . 

Another favourite pastime is apple- 
spearing—that is, picking up apples with 
a jork while you flash past them at twenty 
miles or so an hour. It requires consider. 
able skill and nerve, I can tell you, and is 
wonderfully exciting. These are samples 
of outdoar modes of recreation at Davos, 
and he must be a singular man whe 
cannot spend his days delightfully at one 
or other of them. When the night sends 
the holiday-maker to his hotel with an 
appetite he never knows at home, an 
excellent dinner, followed by a concert, 
dance, or a game of billiards, ought to 
seud him te bed much pleased with 
himself and with the world in general,

Plans now in contemplation 
involve a total expenditure at Cambridge 
of £1,195,000, with the purpose to promote 
the advancement .of science as applied to 
agriculture. These facts show how seriously 
the best minds of industrial Britain regard 
the need for a more highly developed system 
of agricultural production. How. much 
more earnestly, then, should “the Irish 
Free State consider the means to improve 
the: craft of farming’ and ° the~businéss 
of marketing the produce of. the farm! 
Last night, at the inaugural meeting 
of the Agricultural Society of , University 
College, Dublin, Professor J. P, Drew’ 
delivered an address on the . relation 
of tillage to the present tendency in Free 
State agriculture. Howeyer men are 
tempted to lament the decline of Irish 
tillage—the disappearance of’. the. : wide 
areas under wheat'and barley that might 
be seen. a hundred years ago—it is well 
to: remember, ‘as: Professor Drew . said, 
that “‘the. production of - live-stock , and. 
live-stock products is steadily ' becoming 
the main branch of agriculture in almost 
all civilised countries.’ i 
In. England live-stock and. live-stock 
products now represent, 68 per cent: ofthe 
farmers’ revenue. In Northern Ireland 
the proportion is 78 per cent. sin. Scot- 
land, 80 per. cent.,;while in the . Free’ 
State it is 79 percent. In New Zealand the 
proportion is no ‘less than’ 86 per ‘cent. 
Meanwhile, the vast. wheat. fields: of the 
new world, where, under an equable sun,, 
the grain crop stretches over.level prairie; 
as far as the eye-'can reach, cannot. 
possibly be rivalled.in,cheapness.of grain‘ 
production. Live-stock “and: live-stock | 
products, then, always must be the main 
stand-by of Irish. agriculture,’ and tillage | 
must be increased, not in the vain desire 
to bring back.the.conditions of a past age, 
but in wise subordination to.a ‘liye-stock 
policy. Professor. Drew showed how a. 


respectable increase of tillage might be. 


brought. about.. In the first, place, » he 
drove home the lesson. that Jive-stock . 
of a new ‘typ@-now is chiefly in demand. 
To-day’s demand is for young and. tender | 
beef. Fat cattle of from fifteen to twenty 
months can be-marketed as “baby beef.” 
at a profitable price. “A new, system of: 
management is needed, however,: for the 
successful production of young fat cattle. | 
More and better house-feeding is required 
during the winter months, -and hence 
arises a, demand for a. more. intensive 
tillage. Durimg recent years great 
improvement: has taken place in the 
quality of Irish «dairy cattle, with the, 
result that the milk yield has increased. 
Swine also: have improved. These facts 
signify, -as «Professor Drew observed, an 
increased ‘efficiency .in the living machi- 
nery that converts raw. material into 
manufactured “food : products. . Consump- 


tion of feeding stuffs, therefore, has risen 


and ‘is rising. 

Imported feeding. stuffs, for the, farm- 
yard: cost the country £5,000,000 a. year. 
The costs of Indian meal, of bran, pollard, 
linseed’ cake, cotton cake and palm nut 
cake all have risen steeply, while the 
prices of the finished - products—beef, 
mu**-n and pork—have risen in far lower 
proportion. Professor Drew quoted experi- 
mental ‘figures which prove ‘that ‘cereals, 
when raised in Ireland, yield more profit- 
able results if fed to live-stock‘ instead of 
being’ milled .or malted. Tillage, then, 
could be increased’ if: it. were ancillary 
to a higher ‘standard of live-stock 
production.’ Mr. John. O'Hanlon, . T.D., 
in the discussion of Professor Drew's 
thesis,. argued that the time had. not 
cofie yet for abandonment. of the old 
policy. of raising store cattle. He justly 
‘yemarked; however, that» the live-stock 
and pork industries ought. to be organised 
as thoroughly as: the dairy industry. All 
the. products of the farm, .he contended, 
ought to be marketed in the same fashion 
as dairy products. With ‘this opinion 
we cordially agree. Particular -attention 
will be attracted ‘by’ the ‘statement that 
was made last night by, Dr. H. Kennedy, 
Secretary. -of the - Irish. Agricultural 
Organisation Society, on this subject. He 
said that the central marketing organisa- 
tion, which already has-done much good 
work for the creameyies, was in ‘danger. 
It was faced with the difficulty that “in- 
variably: besets co-operative entérprises. 
Co-operation raises the price. which co- 
operators ‘receive íor their produce; but 
a dissident minority secures yet higher 
prices, and the .co-operators, like the dog 
that snapped. at the shadow “ol bis 
-bone. in the stream, - desert what they

The Nardini Case. 

The relations between France and Italy, 
which, as a result of the conciliatory 
efforts of M. de Beaumarchais, French 
Ambaseador to Rome, had been improving 
steadily during recent niotiths, once more 
have become highly unsatisfactory. Some 
weeks ago an Italian named di Médugrio 
applied to the Italian Consulate in Paris 
for passports for himself and his wife. A 
passport was granted to him, but the Vice- 
Consul, Count Nardini, actitig; apparently, 
on. instructions from Rome, refused. the 
application for the wife, with the result 
that di Modugno shot him dead. Ot 
course, the assassin was arrested and was 
tried ; but the French court sentenced -him 
to only two years’ imprisonment, with a 
nominal fine. The trial, by all ‘accounts, 
was a travesty of justice. The: French 
judge allowed witnesses for the defénce to 
indulge in wild ,

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t blank to condemn 
di’ Modugno to the extreme. penalty of his 
crime. One’ of the jurymen, who was in 
the: minority, has ‘written a letter to the 
Press announcing that he and four of his 
colleagues were in favour of treating the 
murder as an ordinary crime ; but it seems 
that political. considerations prevailed, and 
the-murderer’s life was spared. This in- 
cident has aroused furious resentment in 
Italy, Unfortunately, it does not stand 
alone. An Italian priest named Carava- 
dossi was murdered recently at Metz, and 
the: Italian Consular Agent at St. Raphael, 
the Marquis di Muro, also was attacked 
some time ago. Naturally enough, the 
newspapers are inclined . to 
attribute these incidents to French 
animosity. They have been exceedingly 
blunt in their comments, and on last Sun- 
day Signor Mussolini made the situation 
considerably’ worse by: one of his flam- 
boyant declarations.’ He referred to “ the 
indignant emotion of the Italian people ”’ 
at the “ senténce of the Paris jury, which 
virtually acquitted the assassin of an old 
and: faithful »servant of the State.” 
Demonstrations took place in . several! 
Italian towns, and Signor Mussolini 
ordered the French Consulates to be pro- 
tected. -Another complication has been 
caused by a rather indiscreet speech by 
M.- Poincaré, .in-. which he spoke. of 
‘“another country with imperialistic 
tendencies ” which, he alleged, was ready 
to’ step: into the shoes of France in 
Syria. Some of the Italian newspapers 
have. accused the French Premier of a 
deliberate attempt to stir up anti-Italian 
feeling, and the Tribuna declares that M. 
Poincaré’s mentality constitutes a real 
menace: to Europe's ‘péace. This condi- 
tion of affairs is most unfortunate. ‘Very 
delicate ' negotiations are: in. progress 
between the French and Italian Govern- 
ments in regard to the frontiers of Tripoli 
and the ‘future status of Italian subjects 
in ‘Tunisia. Responsible men in both 
countries are anxious to achieve a friendly 
understanding; but the Nardini case has 
poisoned public opinion in Italy to such 
an extent that a rapprochement at present 
is almost out of the-question. To the im- 
partial observer there seems to be no doubt 
that the verdict. was unduly lenient, and 
the French Cabinet. has’ declared the 
murder to be “an intolerable abuse .of 
French hospitality.’’. Italian susceptibili- 
ties’ are sensitive, however, that 
incidents of this kind do infinite harm, 
and we must hope that tactful diplomacy 
will undo some of -the damage that has 
been caused to Franco-Italian relations.

Taxed Presents. 


** To’ be wrath with one we love,’” says 
the poet, ‘‘doth work like madness on the 
brain.’’..Our article to-day on the taxation 
of Christmas presents 'may help some of 
our readers to avoid that calamity, At 
this season the Free State Customs duties 
on a variety of imported articles abound 
in pitfalls for the unwary. With the 
experience of several Christmases behind 
them, most citizens of the Free State know 
that the average gift from friends in 
Great Britain mulcts the recipient in a 
sum of at, least three -shillings—a. mini- 
mum Customs duty of 2s. 6d. and a postal 
delivery’ charge of sixpence. They are 
puzzled, however, when big parcels escape 
taxation, and they suffer a bewildered fury 


when a heavy: tax is charged upon some | 


small parcel of cheap presents. Our article 
explains these mysteries. It furnishes a 
list of the commodities, chiefly in favour 
as Christmas gifts, on which a minimum 
duty of 2s. 6d. must be paid: they include 
blankets, clothing, umbrellas, —con- 
fettionery, watches and~ musical instru- 
ments. The tax need. not exceed 2s. 6d. 
‘when the parcel is homogeneous; but, if 
the parcel contains a variety of taxable 
articles, the miniinum rate applies. to 
every one of them. Thus a parcel from a 
kindly aunt in England might contain one 
tin of cocoa, a sixpenny box of ‘sweets, 
one coloured candle, one handkerchief, 
one rosary, one. necktie and one tablet of 
toilet soap. The total value of this 
miscellany might not exceed five shillings ; 
but, since .tbe Free States revenue 
authorities would ‘claim seven half-crowns 
upon it, the recipient’s grateful letter to 
the kindly aunt would involve an act of 
heroic self-control. We mention also the 
commodities which are not taxed on entry. 
They include ‘coffee, cutlery, pottery and 
hops; but few people will pine for a 
Christmas gift of hops in the raw state. 
A delicate problem now arises. How are 
Free State citizens to educate their friends 
in Great Britain—how to warn kindly 
aunts against the .peril of the miscel- 
laneous parcel?» Nice people must shrink 
from even the faintest indication that they 
expect a Christmas. present from anybody. 
The difficulty might be met, perhaps, by 
the posting—anonymetikly—of a copy of 
this issue to the potential benefactors.

The bulletin issued from Buckingham 
Palace this morning was regarded as being 
non-committal in character, and, there- 
fore, not altogether satisfactory. The use 
of the expression “recrudescence of the 
infection ” suggests that the poison has 
not been.completely defeated, but, against 
that, medical authorities recognise that 
ups and downs are generally associate: 
with an illness of this character, and 
regard the set-back, if it be such, as 
merely temporary. There was, however, 
a feeling during the day that the condi- 
tion of the patient was doubtful, and the 
bulletin issued to-night was not regarded 
as being of a more reassuring character. 


Public Anxiety. 


A big crowd waited outside the Palace 
this morning for the issue of the bulletin, 


fand when it was brought out there were 


over a thousand people assembled. A new 
bulletin. board, five times larger than the 
original one, has now been placed on the 
railings, and the reports are. printed in 
big block letters, so that they may be 
seen by people driving up in cars. Placed 
high up on: the railings, the new board 
is'an immense advantage; for it can be 
read “by hundreds instead of by scores of 
people at the same time.

Theseconcern consent 
to the appointments of select committees. 
Royal assent to bills, assent to paper: 
presented by command, supervision anc 
approval of papers relating to the expendi. 
ture of public money on Crown property. 
supervision. of the form. of estimates, anc 
messages: relating- to the Navy, Army, 
Reserve and Territorial Forces. Even of 
wider and greater importance is thé 
maintenance of the bond of sovereignty 
with the overseas Dominions. In the over- 
seas forces officers hold their rank from 
the King. Although the mother country 
claims no right to interfere with the 
Dominions, the Crown is over all, and 
to-day all such duties will fall upon the 
temporary Council of State. 
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The Prince of Wales. 


The Prince of Wales is fast approach- 
ing Europe, while the Duke of Gloucester 
will embark at Cape Town fort home on 
Friday. but nothing has been heard of 
Prince George since last week, and it 1s 
understood that he has not been recalled 
home, though he could. get here more 
quickly than his brothers. Prince George 
is still in the Bermudas, and it may, 
perhaps, be taken as-an indication of 
the strong hopes entertained of the Kings 
speedy recovery that there is no suggestion 
of his return.

HELPS DRIVER TO MEND

1 believe it 
is one of the chief festivals of the year. 
That illustrates: the meaning I am trying 
to ‘convey. With. perhaps, the exception 
of the Stratford-on-Avon and» the 
Eisteddfod in Wales, you do. not. get 
the same spirit or the same crowds at 
similar competitions across the sea as you 
do.here. ' 
ART IN IRISH LIFE... 

| “It simply means that the whole people 

of Ireland have a refined and: cultivated 
feeling for art—a feeling that is only be: 
ginning to be revived amongst the English 
people. In a word, art is regarded in 
Irish life, right throuch the community, 
as a necessity, not as a luxury or a toy— 
at least, that is how it appeals.to me as 
a Sassenach visitor. It has not always 
been so in England; but much of our life 
is only just beginning to emerge from the 
shadow of the ugliness of the slum and the 
mud of the city that have resulted from 
the divorce of our people from nature.” 
“ Here in Ireland the people have never 
left the land. Industrialism has not de- 
-stroyed your art. You cannot have love 
of art where you have not love of nature. 
People forget that. They regard love of 
art as culture. It is not—it is something 
that is natural and common inheritance 
of all created things—birds, animals and 
mankind alike. Hence Shakespeare, who 
was emphatically a child of mother earth 
and .of nature—in his days there were no 
big cities as we understand them—meets 
| with greater appreciation in Ireland than 
jn his own land. The thought..that. at 
once arises in my mind is that Ireland, 
las long as she is true to Ireland, will 
| maintain the predominant place she has 
| always enjoyed since the days when her 
| missionaries travelled all over ‘Europe. 


NEVER SUPPRESSED. 
“I do not know if I am bringing up 
too many controversial matters but it is

In this regard Sir Frank Benson said 
that he had been intensely impressed. by 
the manner in which, in a conntry like 
this, where politics and partisanship had 
taken ‘a far more bitter form than in Eng- 
land, all shades of ‘political thought 
united on the. neutral ground of art.

The problem of the Christmas present 
becomes even mote complicated when the 
donor and the reeipient live in different 
countries with a tariff wall between them. 
In previous years residents in the Irish 
Free State have endured much heart- 
burning for this reason, and: Christmas 
presents from other countries have not 
been so welcome when the recipient dis- 
covered that a tax had to be paid on them 
out of all proportion to their value. 

The notes bélow have been collated 
from the official Customs tariffs list which 
operates in the Free State and after 
ingniry at the Revenue Commissioners’ 
headquarters in Dublin for the guidance 
of senders of Christmas parcels. There is 
also given a list of the articles upon which 
the British and Northern Ireland Govern- 
ments levy import duty. 


THE MINIMUM DUTY. 

It should be remembered that. the 
minimum Customs duty in the Free State 
is 2s. 6d. This means that, no matter 
how small the value of a parcel may be— 
even if it is only a pennyworth of sweets— 
a minimum duty of 2s. 6d. must be paid. 
as- well as the Post Office delivery charge 
of 6d. 
Fuithermore, if the parcel is a composite 
one—if it contains two or more articles 
of “a different tariff classification ’’—a 
minimum of 2s. 6d. will be charged for 
each commodity. For instance, a parcel 
containing a tin of cocoa. a sixpenny box 
of sweets, -a coloured Christmas candle, 
a pocket handkerchief, a rosary, a necktie, 
and a tablet of soap—each of which falls 
under “different tariff classifications '— 
would be taxed at the rate of 2s. 6d. for 
each of the items in the parcel, or 17s. 6d. 
in all, although the entire marketable 
value of the parcel might not be more 
than four, five, to ten shillings 
Where. however, the articles in a 
parcel fall into “the same tariff classifica- 
tion ”—as, for example, sugar, con- 
fectionery of various kinds, including 
vakes. biscuits, jams, marmalades, jellies. 
candied fruits, etc.—a minimum duty of 
Qs. od. is chargeable. i

In many respects the Customs duties of 
the Irish Free State differ from those ef 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland. The 
following commodities are taxable in the 
Free State. but not in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland :—Blankets, boots - and 
shoes, glass bottles and glass jars, candles, 
cider, clothing. furniture, bedsteads, oat- 
meal, soap, rosaries and margarine. 

DUTIABLE IN SIX COUNTIES. 

There are Customs duties on the follow- 
ing articles in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, but not in the Free State :— 
Coffee, raw cocoa, cutlery, hops, key 
industry goods (such as optical glasses), 
barometers, hosiery, magnetos, valves, 
etc., lace and embroidery, incandescent- 
mantles, packing paper, silk with arti- 
ficial silk, pottery and tea. 

The articles taxed in both countries 
are :—Beers, wines and spirits, tobacco, 
table waters, playing cards, cinema films, 
dried fruits, motor cars, musical instru- 
ments, sugar and sugar goods and gloves. 


PENNY POST. 


BRITISH GOVERNMENT'S 
PLEDGE RECALLED. 

Mr. A. E. Goodwin, Secretary of the 
Federation of Master Printers, speaking 
to Master Printers at Bath yesterday, said 
that there was no reason to doubt that 
the penny post and the halfpenny post- 
card would be restored in the last.

MARCONIS. 


PLAN TO STOP FOREIGN 
BUYING. 
A sequel to the recent buying of 


Marconi Shares by foreign interests is the 
proposal that the Articles of Association 
of the Marconi International Marine Com- 
munication Company, Ltd., shall be 
altered so that the company cannot pass 
out of British control, and that not more 
than 25 per cent. of its issued shares shall 
be in foreign hands. 

A resolution to this effect is to be pro- 
posed at an extraordinary general meeting 
in London on Friday, December 14th, and 
in the meantime the transfer books will 
be closed for ten days from to-day, and the 
issue of share warrants to bearer will be 
suspended for one month. 

Among the alterations the articles pro- 
vide for a declaration with regard to 
nationality when shares are transferred, 
and give the directors power to decline to 
register any transfers if they have ground 
for believing that they are for the benefit 
of a foreigner, foreigner corporation or 
corporation under foreign control. 

The Secretary, in a letter to the share- 
holders, says that the directors have had 
under consideration the recent activity in 
the company’s shares. 

“They have reason to believe that a sub- 

stantial proportion of the buying has been 
on foreign account. Whilst there is no 
evidence in the possession of the directors 
that this foreign buying has for its object the 
placing’ of the control of vour company in 
foreign hands, they cannot. ignore such a 
possibility. 
“ Your company is. the oldest and much 
the most important of all the niarine wireless 
companies in the world. It is responsible 
for the wireless equipment of over 90 per 
cent. of British shipping coming under the 
compulsory wireless law, and of at least 25 
pér cent. of the world’s shipping.

YEAR. 


GROWING SOBRIETY 
PARTLY THE CAUSE, 


When the Vice-President of the Dublin 
Society of Chartered Accountants stated at 
last night’s annual dinner of the society 
that it was quite clear from all advance 
indications that the Free State Minister 
of Finance would have to budget for a 
deficiency, Mr. Blythe admitted the fact.

advance indications that Mr. Blythe would 
have to Budget for a deficiency next year.

definite and real improvement. 

The budgetary difficulties which they 
would have to encounter next April were 
due to the fact that a considerable fund of 
income tax arrears had become exhausted. 
They were also due to the fact that to 
people of this country were becoming soberer 
and soberer—{laughter)—and the result was 
that they had experienced a decline in 
revenue from spirits and beer duty. But 
the resources of civilisation were not 
exhausted, and he did not think that they 
need look to the future with any feeling of 
trepidation. He was satisfied himself that, 
while their sins of omission were many and 
varied, during the past five years very good 
work had been done, and that some of the 
reforms and echemes initiated had already 
borne fruit, and would bear fruit increasingly 
in the future. 

A GOOD AUGURY. 

Since last he had spoken there he thought 
that the country had become distinctly more 
normal, and that there was a feeling of hope, 
which was a good augury. An Economic 
Committee, consisting of three Ministers, 
three leading members of the principal 
g ae party, and representatives of the 
other parties, had been formed, and had com- 
menced work. He could not say what the 
result of their deliberations would be. They 
might have very great results, or they might 
be merely minor; but, at any rate, it was a 
good thing for the country to have men who 
were leaders of all the political parties coming 
together and examining the economic situa- 
tion, and to see them sitting together in a 
non-party spirit. There was something 
which they could agree on as likely to ad- 
vance the interests of the country as a whole. 

He did not want to say that they had a 
land flowing with milk and honey. On the 
other hand, it would not be right to say 
that things were going to the dogs, and that 
there was an unmitigated decline. He did 
not admit that that was so at all. 

THE BOUNDARY. 

At that meeting they usually made remarks 
about the problem of the boundary. He had 
lately come to the conclusion that the best 
tactics they could pursue in relation to that 
matter would be to declare on every occasion 
that the thing they admired most was the 
boundary, and that if the people of the North 
attempted to abolish it they would know the 
reason why. (Laughter.) 

He was in complete agreement with Mr. 
de Valera on that point, and he did not 
see any use in discussing the matter, and he 
would not discuss the matter; but as the 
President of the Institute was there from 
Belfast, and as there were other visitors from 
Beliast, he assured them that when they 
drank this toast of prosperity to Ireland, they 
did not want prosperity to be confined to 
7“ part of the country. (Hear, hear.) 

hey realised that improvement in economic 
conditions in the neighbouring countries would 
produce economic improvements here, and in 
things they did—in measures such as tariffs— 
they did them not to injure anybody else, 
but to improve their own conditions here, 
and to give employment in their own country. 

The toast was duly honoured. 

ATTRACTING THE NORTH, 

Mr. P. McGilligan, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, in proposing the toast of the 
‘* Institute of Chartered Accountants in Ire. 
land,’’ said that there was more “'bunkum ”’ 
talked about the Border than any other sub- 
ject that people in public life had to refer 
to. If they made this country something 
more worth living in than any other country 
in the world they would have plenty of 
people following Messrs. Blythe, Mackie and 
himself down into the South. (Laughter.) 

Attempts had been made some years ago 
to introduce registration. A considerable 
amount of hard work was put into the pre- 
paration of that bill by certain unselfish 
people who had a pride in their Association, 
and who believed that whatever advantages 
registration gave them should be made avail- 
able. That suggestion was badly received 
in the House to which it was presented. He 
wondered could he express the hope—without 
binding himself to anything—that the idea of 
registration would again be brought forward. 

or some reason societies were like port 
wine—the older they were the better they 
were esteemed. One would think that the 
pride of a Society, like the Chartered Ac- 
countants, would be in the future and in 
the achievement of their present generation. 

They had much to be proud of. Their 
Institute was well founded ; they had always 
demanded of their members a good liberal! 
ediication, as well as a highly specialised 
education, and they had always imposed on 
their members a high standard of integrity 
and professional conduct. To a great extent 
the prosperity of the country depended on 
the chartered accountants. The banks and 
the Government and the public had to rely to 
a great extent on their integrity, and on 
the skill and acumen with which they 
analysed accounts. To a very great extent 
the credit of the country depended on the 
standard that was reached among professional 
accountants. 

TRIBUTE TO MINISTERS. 

Mr. A. H. Muir, Belfast, President of the 
Iustitute of Chartered Accountants, responded, 
and said that they might take credit in the 
Institute for growing influence and growing 
sey esteem. Thev were building up in Tre- 
and to-day a body of men trained in 
accountancy, and of high moral character, 
who would form the backbone of the financial 
stability: of the country. He wished the 
Dublin Society prosperity and success as che 
of the branches of the Institute. 

Mr. J. H. Tulloch. in proposing the toast 
of “ Our Guests,” said that he was greatly 
gos that the upheaval in this country 

ad thrown up men of such ability and 
integrity as their honoured guests, Messrs. 
Blythe and McGilligan. Whatever they might 
think about some of their schemes, they had 
absolute confidence in their sincerity and 
unselfish devotion to the affairs of the State.

JUDGE CALLS FOR THEIR 
ABOLITION. 


That the number of public-houses in Cork 
was altogether excessive, was the view ex- 
pressed by Judge Kenny at the Cork Circuit 
Court, when applications were heard for the 
abolition of spirit licences under the. Intoxi- 
cating Liquor Act, 1927. 

“A great number of them are merely 
dram shops,” the Judge added, ‘‘ and should 
be cut down ruthlessly.” 

In reserving judgment on-an application 
regarding the Macroom Hotel, Parnell place, 
Cork, Judge Kenny said that it occurred to 
him that the people to attack in the first 
instance were the holders of little dram 
shops, but where there was even the colour- 
able resemblance of a hotel, he thought that 
this should be passed over for the present, 
and the more undesirable type of house 
called into question. 

In the Parnell place area there is one 
public-house to every, forty-five persons, and, 
referring to this aspect of the case, Judge 
Kenny. declared that it was preposterous to 
have th one street twelve licensed premises, 
and could only he described as a blot on 
civilisation.

At, the Sligo District . Court 
Flattery, District. Justice, said: 
refer to a report in the local Press of the 

roceedings at a recent méeting of the Sligo 
‘orporation, It appears that at that meeting 
certain “m including the 
roferred to the ineffective way in whi 
local Civic Guard had been carrying out their 
duties. I need hardly say that I read the 
report with amazement and indignation; 
with amazement because [ knew that 
the statement was false, and with indignation 
because responsible members of the Corpora- 
tion had made this statement about a body 
of officials whom they must know to be. de- 
barred from answering or refuting the charge 
in public. Acting as I have been in rae as 
District Justice for over five years and bein 
conversant. with the work of the Guards, 
think it is ineumbent on me in the public 
interest as much as in fairness to the Civic 
Guards to reply publicly to this charge. 

“I hold no watching brief for the Guards 
nor have I been in the habit of lauding to 
the skies the Guards, individually or 
collectivély, but as a lover of fair play I felt 
that this statement made by members of the 
Corporation reflecting generally on the local 
Guards should not’ go unchallenged. I took 
the trouble of finding out how many reports 
the Guards. in the Sligo district received of 
indictable offences committed within the last 
eleven months, 

THE OFFICIAL RECORDS. 

“These reports numbered forty-three. Any 
doubting: Thomas who queries these figures 
may, by arrangement, check the official 
record. I also took the trouble of examining 
the records of the District Court for the same 
period, and I found that in respect. of that 
forty-three reported indictable crimes the 
local Guards bronght “persons to trial in 
respect of thirty-nine of these reported 
crimes; so that in the Sligo district during 
the past eleven months only in four cases of 
reported crime have the Guards failed in 
bringing the crime home to the culprits of 
these four undetected crimes. These statis- 
tics show bevond argument how effectively the 
local Guards have done their duties in the 
past eleven months, and how groundless was 
these charges of inefficiency made against 
them. 

“1 do not suggest that bias or prejudice 
actuated those who made the unfair reference, 
and I am sure that in view of the statistics 
that I have compiled they will agree that the 
criticism’ was very unfair.”’ 

Superintendent Downey thanked the Justice 
for the statement, as the Guards were not in 
a ‘position to speak for themselves.

The Committee found that a complete 
ete. é scheme can be carried out, inde- 
pendent of any co-operation with a hydro- 
electric undertaking, at an estimated cost of 
about £650,000, and recommends that this 
scheme should undertaken. 

It recommends that each County Council 
should raise its contribution by a rate levied 
evenly throughout the catchment area, in- 
oo districts within that area. 

The Ministry of Finance, it suggests, should 
take over the maintenance of the river 
channel, and should be given supreme control 
over all activities within the catchment area 
which affect arterial drainage.

“THE DE-RATING 
SCHEME. 
NORTHERN FARMERS 
PLEASED: 
SENATOR ASKS FOR 

“MORE INFORMATION.

The Northern Ireland Senate yesterday con- 
sidered the proposed de-rating scheme. 

The Minister of Finance announced that 
while the Northern taxpayers w meet the 
cost of the scheme, corresponding adjust- 
ments would be made in the financial accounts 
with Great Britain. 

A SERIOUS MATTER. 

Colonel Sharman Crawford said that this 
was one of the most intricate bills dealing 
with a new subject ever presented to a 
Tlouse of Parliament. It struck new ground, 
and it would be most desirable if the Minister 
of - Finance could say exactly what 
the result would. be. He had only 
shown the things on one side of 
the curtain and did not raise a corner to 
show the other side. He did not believe that 
the Government had a pot of gold out of 
which they could and money for everything. 
The relief upon agriculture and industry 
would involve a total of nearly one million 
pounds per annum, and this was a serious 
matter. There were two kinds of people who 
found the money for the Government—the 
ratepayers and taxpayers—and he hoped that 
it was not going to be a case of taking money 
from one pocket and putting it into another. 
He was suspicious as to the manner in which 
the scheme. would be financed, 

THE FARMING VIEW. 

Senator Long said that the measure was 
regarded by the agriculturists as one of the 
two, greatest boons granted to them in this 
generation. The other was the Land Act, 
and he was not going to say which was the 
greatest boon. Five measure would bring a 
ray of sunshine to many weary lives and 
brighten many homes, 

Senator Leslie said that they owed the 
scheme to the fact that they were part of 
Great Britain. 

Senator Dorman said that the result of the 
scheme would be that the saleable value of 
farms would go up and also the market 
price of productive shares, and the advantage 
would not be enjoyed by the mass of the 
consumers. De-rating was tried before, after 
the Napoleonic wars, and was not found to be 
& success. 

MINISTER'S REPLY, 

The Minister of Finance (Rt. Hon. H. M. 
Pollock) said that for some years the relief 
given to agricultural rating amounted to 
+256,000. and under the present scheme it 
was estimated that the relief for farms on 
agricultural land and buildings would amouni 
to £512,000. ‘The relief for industries would 
cost £120,000. There would in addition be a 
sum of £75,000 a year to meet the reduction 
in the area of charge for roads, and a further 
estimate to indemnify small areas in regard 
to roads. The money for the scheme would 
come from the taxpayers of Northern Ireland, 
but in the adjustment of their accounts with 
tho Imperial Exchequer they would see that 
a charge would be made to meet the liability 
incurred in connection with this scheme. 

This measure was initiated in Great Britain 
and they were entitled in Northern Ireland to 
spend a relative amount. The farmers would 
be relieved of all rates with the exception of 
drainage rates where they exist. It would 
be found that when the Government had com- 
pleted their arrangements with the County 
Councils there would be an incentive to 
economy on the part of the County Councils. 

Proceeding, Mr. Pollock referred to the 
cumulative effect of the de-rating scheme as it 
effected the shipbuilding industry. Steel 
plates would have the advantage of rebates 
from all the different processes from the ore 
to the rolling mills, and afterwards the trans- 
port rebates. He believed that the total 
cumulative effect of this would be about 10s. 
to 12s. per ton on steel plates. Whether the 
full amount would be passed on by the manu- 
facturers it was not, of course, for him to 
say, but it would be recognised that there 
would be some considerable reduction, which 
would assist shipbuilding operations. The 
same applied to the linen industry from the 
stage when the flax grew in land, freed from 
rates, until the finished linen left the weaving 
factories and finishing works. With regard to 
the borrowing powers of County Councils, 
these would not be interferred with in any 
way, as a local government reform scheme 
was not coupled with the de-ra*ing scheme as 
in England.

Notwithstanding the more encouraging 
news regarding the King’s condition, markets 
yesterday developed a hesitating tendency, 
and in all directions business showed a dis- 
position to slacken. The Mining Market 
held up fairly well in the circumstances, but 
even here the excitement in specialties was 
not so pronounced as on preceding days.

was the real agreement between the parties. 
The then manager of the bank at Trim had 
sworn an affidavit, in which he denied that 
he stated to the defendant that the bank 
would have recourse to William Larkin in 
the first place, should the debt be called in, 
or that the bank had security consisting of 
the farms belonging to Patrick Larkin and 
William Larkin for the transaction. 

Mr. Cawley (imatructed by Messrs.

there, and the case would have te go to trial.

DAMAGES FOR SWORDS

Patrick Fogarty, of Maiv street, Swords,

CASE FOR THE DEFENCE. 


The hearing was resumed of the case in 
which Patrick O'Connell, of Heirhill, Bally- 
heigue, Co. Kerry, a farmer, was eharged 
with having conspired with Vincent O'Connell 
and Sonnet Q’Connel!l, and other persons, to 
defraud the Free State Minister of Finance 
of public moneys by porns representing that 
certain premises and goods, his property, to 
the value of £2,468, had been maliciously dée- 
ed by fire during the troubled times jn 
. He was also charged with having con- 
spired with others to procure from the 
Minister of Finance a sum of £307 for furni- 
ture by false pretences, and with having pro- 
eured a sum of £520 from the Minister of 
Finance by false pretences. 
Mr, Carrigan, K.C., and Mr, Dudley White, 
K.C. (instrueted by the Chief State Solicitor), 
prosecuted. 
Mr. T. O'Donnell (instructed by Mr. J. 
D, O'Connell, solicitor, Traloe), defended. 

Superintendent Casey gave evidence of find- 
ing a piano covered with hay in a barn close 
to the premises of the accused man. The 
piano was useless as g musical instrument. 
home of the notes were ‘‘ dg@mb."” which could 
have been caused by lying in a damp place. 
In that shed were a number of other pieces of 
furniture, which corresponded with the 
articles elaimed by the defendant as having 
been destroyed.’ When the Civie Guards 
searched the place they removed only the 
articles of furnituge which corresponded with 
the claims made by the aceused man. They 
did not remove any other furniture. 

THE DEFENCE, 

The case for the prosecution having con- 
cluded, Mr. O'Donnell opened the case for 
the defence. He said that the acevsed man 
was charged by Mr. Carriagan with being 
a worthless citizen. who burned his own 
house to make a false claim, The aceused 
man was formerly a carpenter, who, by thrift 
and hard work, had been able to purchase two 
large farms of his own, and to stock them 
with a large number of valuable sive horses 
and cattle, as well as extensive farming 
equipment. was the purchase of these 
farms that had earned for him the hostility 
of all his neighbours. When the troubled 
period of 1920 came, this hostility openly 
‘manifested itself, and the defendapt and his 
family were persecuted. 

Mr. O'Donnell outlined some of the out- 
rages committed. In 1920, defendant was 
waylaid and one of his eyes were shot out. 
His face still bove ample traces of this 
murderous attack. Other outrages which 
occurred during the years 1920 and 1922 were: 
a bullock killed, sidecar destroyed, shouse 
raided and property destroyed, trap threwn 
over cliff, and hay and machinery burned. 

ACCUSED MAN’S EVIDENCE.
